Revell of Chicago, who was tempo­ 
rary chairm an of the national com­ 
mittee formed .several weeks ago, w ill 
serve as permanent chairm an, and E. 
W . Sim s of Chicago, former United 
States district attorney, w ill be sec­ 
retary. 
An adm inistrative committee is to 
be formed, with Truman H. Newberry 
Bf Detroit, former secretary of th > 
navy, as chairman 
The executive committee is to have 
general sup. rvision over the campaign 
Senator Dixon's associates on the com­ 
mittee' are Frank Knox, chairman of 
the Republican central committee of 
M ichigan; W illiam U. W ard, Rep uh

committeeman 
from 
New York; W alter Drown, chairm an 
of the Ohio Republican central com­ 
mittee; 
Cecil 
Lyon. Texas 
national 
committeeman, and Senator W illiam 
Flynn of Pittsburg.

Senator Dixon will have headquar­ 
ters at Washington; Mr. Knox will be

known In Washington as a "near in­ 
surgent” senator. 
He has voted with

It was officially announced tile con­ 
ference of the cabinet m inister with 
the m iners’ federation would be con­ 
tinued. 
Chancellor 
Lloyd-George is 
drafting a minimum wage bill, lint it 
is stated that the government is hope­ 
ful of being able to procure the estab­ 
lishment of a minimum wage without 
recourse to legislation, now that the 
Welsh mine owners see that they ate 
powerless to resist longer. 
Some of the railw ays have scut out 
notifications of curtailm ent of their 
services owing to the strike 
The speech made by the prime min­ 
ister to members of the National M in­ 
ers' federation, as reported in the of­ 
ficial statement, indi* ates the lengths 
to which the go\ em inent is prepared 
to go to settle the strike.

was an ultimatum to the coal owners.

Barney Claims He was Assaulted—

Patrolm an .T. P. B arn ey at eleven 


o’clock last night w hile in the vicin ­ 
ity of the A rchie Pu rd y livery barn 
at 514 Laurel street had his collar 
bone broken in an encounter with 
W in fred W . R ard in , who resides in 
Southeast Brainerd at 1709 Oak street 


O fficer Barn ey being seen a short 
time after the fight 
when he was 
having his wounds dressed 
in 
the 
office of Dr. .I 
A. Thabes. where he 
had gone for medical treatm ent, said: 


“ At about ten m inutes after eleven,” 
said Policem an Barney. “ I was jum p­ 
ed by a man who was accompanied 


by a little boy about seven years old. 
It was in tile shadow of th** Purd y 


live ry barn on Laurel street. 


‘ The man grabbed both my hands. 


I was bundled up in my fur coat and 
I could not move quickly. 
I never 
expected any such move because a 


little boy was w ith the man, 
“ I 
was struck and 
downed 
and 


had my collar bone broken. 
W hile 
down I got out my gun and fired in 


fh*> air although at the tim e I could 
have shot the man whom I recogniz­ 


ed as W infred W. R ard in . 
I got up 
when R ard in left me and fired another 
shot in the air to attract Policem an 


Squires' attention, as he was further 
down the street. 


“ The man ran down Lau rel street 
to the east and when the fight took 
place the little boy ran down to the 
L a V o y corner. 
Squires and I search­ 
ed the corner at the F itg e r building 


near Laurel and Broadw ay and look*- 
ed I ii the basement hut found no­ 
body. 
“ I then went up to the offices of 


Drs. Carap, Thabes & Sykora where 
Dr. Thabes told nae my collar hone 
was broken and set it for me and 
bandaged me up. 
I could have shot 
the man down w hile he had me but 
I did not w ant to k ill anybody.” 
Officer Barn ey then notified Deputy 
Sheriff Plans Theorin and the deputy 
came to the doctors’ offices w hile he 
was having his wounds dressed. 
Bar- ' 
ney told him to get Officer Squires 
and to arrest Rardin. 
Deputy Sheriff Theorin and Police-' 
man Squires got a buggy and drove 
dow ii to tin' Rardin home at I 709 Oak 
street. 
Theorin knocked af the door 
and

it.

said W in fred was not at home. 


Theorin entered the kitchen and j 
told her that he would have to search 
the 
house for her husband 
before 


when I was four feet aw ay from him 
as we stood on the sidewalk. 
He 


had his gun where I could see it.” 
•'Barney fired and the bullet as I 
afterw ard s found out struck my jack ­ 
knife, broke part of it and glanced 


off.” 
“ I nailed him after he shot, held 


him down till he squealed like a pig 
and then let him go. 
“ I then w ent home and did my 
chores 
and 
went 
to 
bed. 
I 
have 
known Barn ey a long tim e and have 
alw ays been on good terms w ith him. 
I drank a little beer yesterday but I 
w as not drunk when it happened. 


“ M y little girl, Ida, is sick w ith 
pneumonia and has been very sick 
since last Sunday. 
I ate supper at 
L a V o y's because I did not w ant to 
bother my w ife at home to get supper 
for me. 


“ M y step brother, W illia m W illa rd , 
was w ith nu1 and saw the whole busi­ 
ness. 
He went home w ith me.”
